I don’t know what hap- 
pened. Something seemed to crack 
inside me. My brother and my sis- 
ters are all I have in the world.” 

According to Sheriff Dickson, 
Cooper “suddenly went wild” in 
his home and began to beat his 
sister, Mrs. Mabrey, who came 
here with her husband Monday for 
the couple’s first visit to Atlanta 
in 25 years. 

He then went into the kitchen, 
Sheriff Dickson said, and, drawing 
a .38-caliber revolver, fired four

WPA TURNS DOWN 
GEORGIA S APPEAL 
FOR SCHOOL FUND 


Director Informs Dele- 
gation That Law Has 
Been Changed; Decide 
To Pay Call on RFC. 


By The Associated Press, 

A Georgia public school delega- 
tion learned at Washington yes- 
terday the Works Progress Admin- 
istration could not provide funds 
to meet teacher pay rolls, but that 
the Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration might help. 


Colonel F. C. Harrington, WPA 
administrator, told Georgia School 
Superintendent M. D. Collins and 
his associates that the relief 


-|agency under the present set-up 


could make no such allocation. 

The WPA head explained the 
relief act had been changed since 
1934, when Georgia was granted 
$1,600,000 in federal relief funds 
to pay teachers. 

Collins had requested $5,200,000 
this time, asserting this amount 
was needed to meet the state’s 
share of school pay rolls for three 
and one-half months from Janu- 
ary 15, when state funds were 
exhausted. 

Then Go To RFC. 

The delegation, which also in- 
cluded Dr. E. G. Kirby, chairman 
of the Carroll County Board of 
Education, and W. L. Gilbert, su- 
perintendent of Clayton county 
schools, then turned to the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation 
in hope of obtaining low-interest 
loans. 


ceived “more encouragement” 
from the RFC, where the possibili- 
ty of borrowing in anticipation 
of county taxes to be collected 
next fall was considered. 

Collins said the group may see 
Chairman Jesse Jones today.

He also said the National Youth 
Administration, which puts up 
federal funds to educate youths, 
might be asked to help. 

Collins explained rural schools 
in Georgia were hardest hit by the 
deficiency in state school funds, 
because larger schools—especially 
those in cities—received consid- 
erable local revenue. 

He explained that under the 
Georgia system the state puts up 
money to pay minimum salaries of 
$40 to $80 a month to teachers 
on a seven-month basis, and only 
half enough was _ provided this 
year. 

Many schools, depending to a 
great extent on the state funds, 
faced shutdowns or payless pay 
days for teachers, Collins added. 

While hope of state and federal 
funds for schools waned, many 
county educational leaders moved 
to keep their schools open by bor-

Physician Reports Crippling 


Disease Halted When New 


Drug Is Administered Over 24-Hour Period to 
Young Girl Victim. 


PONCA CITY, Okla., March 29..; 
(?)—Sulfapyridine was credited 
today by a local physician, who 
declined on ethical ground to per- 
mit use of his name, with apparent 
conquest of the case of infantile 
paralysis of Mary Elizabeth Mad- 
dox, 9-year-old daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs. G. C. Maddox. 

Thursday the child was given 
carefully regulated measures of 
the new drug. After 24 hours of 
treatment temperature dropped 
from a 102-104 degree range to 
normal. Though it rose again, ad- 
ditional use of the compound 
brought it to normal once more 
and after 48 hours there was no 
further rise. Blood tests then 
showed the corpuscle count nor- 
mal, indicating the infection was 
neutralized, the physician added. 
Late Tuesday the child was taken 
home.

Economy Bloc Organizes 
To Fight for Even Larg- 
er Slash From Measure. 


WASHINGTON, March 29. — 
(UP)—The house appropriations 
committee today scissored $50,000,- 
000 from President Roosevelt’s 
$150,000,000 relief bill, and a bi- 
partisan economy bloc organized 
to fight for an even larger slash 
when the measure comes to the 
floor tomorrow, 


Representative Eugene Cox, 
Democrat, Georgia, spearhead of 
the successful movement to force 
an investigation. of the Works 
Progress Administration and per- 
sistent foe of New Deal reforms, 
is preparing an amendment to re- 
duce the relief fund to $50,000,000. 
His proposal will draw support 
from Republicans and from Demo- 
crats representing rural districts 
who deserted the administration to 
vote for the $150,000,000 cut in 
the original $875,000,000 relief bill. 


Reconciled to Defeat. 

Urban congressmen, led by 

Chairman Adolph Sabath, Demo- 
crat, Illinois, of the rules commit- 
tee, will seek to restore the $50,- 
000,000 eliminated by the appro- 
priations group today. Sabath, 
however, is reconciled to defeat. 
He called at the White House today 
and told Mr.. Roosevelt before the 
President left for Warm Springs, 
Ga., that the situation appears 
hopeless. 
- The Chief Executive responded 
that he would do the best he could 
with the amount congress appro- 
priates and reiterated that if the 
lower amount brings hardships to 
the needy, congress must accept 
full responsibility. 

In reporting the bfil today, the 
appropriations committee insisted 
that its recommendation is “on the 
side of liberality” and “a lesser 
amount should suffice.” The com- 
mittee said that it pursued a more 
liberal policy “than a searching 
inquiry probably would justify,” 
because of the emergency nature 
of the situation. 

The report noted that with the 
$100,000,000 appropriation, con- 
gress will have voted $2,163,868,- 
406 for relief during the current 
fiscal. year, as compared with $1,- 
427,701,994 in the 1938 fiscal year, 
$1,883,456,971 in 1937 and $1,270,- 
235,065 in 1936. 

“The expense should not be 
building up,” the committee said, 
complaining that WPA adminis- 
trative expenses are “unjustifiably 
high and should be brought down.” 

The house lineup for the relief 
fight cuts sharply across party 
boundaries. On ‘one side and in 
opposition to the appropriation 
are most Republicans, who are

Rulings Based on Opin- 
ion Appropriations Are 
Donations and Law 
Doesn’t Authorize Them 


Another $82,250 marked 
for charitable, civic and edu< 
cational organizations yester< 
day was added to the list of 
legally doubtful Fulton county 
appropriations carried in thé 
1939 budget. 


Previously $67,525 had beert 
catalogued as unlawful alloca- 
tions. Thus the total was 


pushed to $149,775 for the 
year and it was indicated that a 
further study of the finance sheet 
may add to the growing list. 


Auditors estimate the county is 
$1,500,000 from cash basis opera< 
tion, and it was pointed out yes< 
terday that if the $149,775 is con< 
served for 10 years and the county 
does not add to its obligations in 
the meantime, the government 
would be operating on a cash 
basis. 

Will “Obey the Law.” 

The law firm of Spalding, Sib< 
ley, Troutman and Brock filed list 
of allocations which in their opin- 
ion are not within the law, and 
county commissioners asserted 
they will “stay within the letter 
of the law and its legal limita~ 
tions” and will refuse to appro- 
priate money which “the county 
attorney says is illegal.” 

In a letter by the law firm to 
commission members, which was 
signed for the firm by Hughes 
Spalding, yesterday, there were 
listed 13 charitable organization 
allocations totaling $67,525 a year 
as illegal, a statement he made 
orally at a special meeting of the 
commissioners Tuesday.

Will Seek To Restore 
Fund in Senate; Warns 
Farmers Face Desperate 
Situation Unless Helped

WASHINGTON, March 29.—Ex- 
pressing disappointment over the 
failure of the lower house to ap- 
prove an appropriation of $250,- 
000,000 for parity payments to 
farmers, Senator Russell, of Geor- 
gia, served notice tonight of his 
intention to wage a vigorous fight 
for restoring the funds -when the 
agricultural annual supply bill is 
considered in the upper chamber. 

As chairman of the senate ap- 
propriations subcommittee han- 
dling the agricultural department 
bill, the Georgia senator, author of 
the first parity amendment passed 
by congress, said he had received 
pledges of active co-operation in 
the fight by Senator Bankhead, of 
Alabama, another member of the 
subcommittee. 

Beaten by Relief. 

Failure of congress to provide 
the parity funds would be a “ter- 
rific blow to agriculture,” he de- 
clared. 

The house by a narrow margin 
threw out the parity funds yester- 
day when members from city dis- 
tricts where relief problems are 
pressing voted almost solidly 
against the farm provision because 
of the failure of agricultural dis- 


a representatives to give assur- 


ance of supporting the additional 
$150,000,000 relief appropriation 
requested by President Roosevelt. 

“It is a great disappointment to 


me that the house defeated the|- 


amendment providing parity pay- 
ments of $250,000,000 for the far- 
mers,” said Senator Russell. “As 
the author of the first parity 
amendment which passed the con- 
gress in modified form and as 
chairman of the subcommittee 
handling the agricultural appro- 
priation bill, I shall fight to the 
limit of my ability to restore the 
$250,000,000 parity appropriation 
to the bill in the senate. Senator 
Bankhead, who is also a member 
of the subcommittee handling the 
agricultural appropriation bill, and 
I will offer the amendment jointly. 
Desperate Situation. 

“The outlook for the cotton 
farmers of the south this fall is 
desperate. They have reduced 
their acreage and production, but 
the huge surplus of cotton is hold- 
ing prices below the cost of pro- 
duction. They have sacrificed to 
follow the government’s farm pro- 
gram, and justice demands a sub- 
stantial parity payment. Without 
it, I do not know how many farm-" 
ers will be able to exist. It will 
be impossible for them to pay their 
debts and stay on the farms. 

“The failure of this congress to 
make this appropriation for parity 
payments will be a terrific blow 
to agriculture and will cause ac- 
tual privation in addition to driv-

MAY SPEED COTTON 
EXPORT PROGRAM. 

WASHINGTON, March 29—(/P). 
Agriculture Department officials 
said today an “acute” supply sit- 
uation might force the administra- 
tion to inaugurate its cotton ‘ex- 
port subsidy program without 
waiting for congress to appropriate 
funds to finance it. 

They explained that a shortage 
of supplies available for export 
might soon reduce foreign sales to 
a negligible figure unless some- 
thing were done to release cotton 
sealed in warehouses as security 
for government loans to farmers. 

Meanwhile, seven _ southern 
senators announced after a confer- 
ence they had decided on a pro- 
gram for dealing with the cotton 
surplus through two moves. 

One would permit growers to 
reclaim loan cotton at from 3 to 5 
cents a pound, provided they re- 
duced. new production by an 
amount equal to that withdrawn 
from warehouses. 

The other would give growers 
an additional subsidy of 3 cents a 
pound if they agreed to market 
their cotton instead of increasing 
loan stocks by borrowing on it. 

Opposition to any cotton export 
subsidy, expressed by Senator 
George, Democrat, Georgia, before 
President Roosevelt’s program was 
announced, was reiterated by the 
senator today. 

George asserted there was no 
comparison between subsidies for 
wheat and cotton because “when 
wheat goes abroad it never comes 
back.” - He continued: 

“When cotton goes abroad it en-

dictator-president of Cub3, through 
revolt, riot and attempted assas- 
sination failed him on an operat- 
ing table today as five physicians 
strove vainly to prevent his death 
from cancer. 

Living here in exile, the 67- 
year-old fighter entered a hospital 
Sunday for observation prepara- 
tory to an operation for removal 
of a tumor that was affecting his 
liver. 

Dr. Jose Navarro said he and 
four physicians who came from 
Havana had sought to remove the 
big abdominal growth and added: 

“We _have.been keeping quiet 
about it, but General Machado had 
been suffering from cancer. He 
had been in a serious condition for 
some time. Ilis heart failed while 
he was under the anaesthetic.” 

The widow, Mrs. Elvira Macha- 
do, went to the hospital with her 
three daughters, Mrs. Baldomero 
Grau y Triana, Mrs. Jose Emilio 
Obregon and Mrs. Rafael Sanchez. 

Machado, born in Santa Clara, 
the son of a colonel, 2ntered the 
Cuban independence movement at 
an early age. 

He was elected president of 
Cuba in 1925 when a sugar sur- 
plus and declining markets 
troubled the island. Over the 
years, an election, strikes, riots 
and revolts failed to unseat him. 
But on August 12, 1933, Machado 
finally had to flee Havana by 
plane in the face of a revolt by 
the army. He had depended on 
the soldiers and his secret police 
for the stern discipline he main- 
tained over Cuba. It was report- 
ed his baggage included a well- 
filled “‘treasure chest.” 

Recently in an interview, he de- 
scribed his political philosophy: 
“The Cuban people need a firm 
hand.”

been quite recently, however, that 
they were found to be effective 
only when used in their simple 
forms. 

Sulfapyridine has been known 
in medical circles for several 
month. Scientists in most of the 
European countries, in England, 
and here in the United States have 
been feverishly experimenting 
with the various derivatives to 
find the range of their curative 
properties. 

Drug Used Here. 

According to such data as is 
now available, sulfapyridine and 
its allied drugs appear to help the 
body fight various diseases, rather 
than attacking the germs directly. 
In the case of infantile paralysis, 
doctors have long suspected that 
a virus is responsible for the dis- 
ease, and it is believed that the 
new drug will aid the body in 
combatting this virus. 

The new drug has been used 
here locally at Emory University 
hospital and at Grady hospital for 
the last eight weeks, approximate- 
ly the time that it has been avail- 
able in satisfactory quantities. 

In that short time it has gained 
the enthusiasm of local physicians 
for the remarkable work it has 
done in combatting meningitis, 
and, particularly streptococcus 
throat and pneumonia. First re- 
sults have been so satisfactory, it 
was stated last night, that it now 
is a standard drug in the cure of 
pneumonia in both the white and 
negro sections of Grady. 

“Since the drug seems to have 
helped in an infantile paralysis 
case, I believe we will send for 
such data as may be available, and 
try it on the next cases of this 
disease which are admitted here,” 
a physician at Grady, who has 
been in charge of such work as 
has already been’ done with the 
drug there, told The Constitution 
last night. 

It is expected that Emory Uni- 
versity hospital, which has been 
the scene of most of the local use 
of the drug for the cure of men- 
ingitis, will follow Grady’s lead in 
applying the drug to _ infantile 
paralysis cases, it was said.

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President Expected To Wait 
Until 1940 Before Stirring 
Up Controversies. 


WASHINGTON, March 29.—(/) 
The bill empowering President 
Roosevelt to revamp ‘executive 
agencies of government was final- 
ly passed by congress today, but 
informed officials predicted that 
the President would wait until 
1940 before making any reorgani- 
zation moves likely to arouse con- 
troversy. 

The officials pointed to a clause 
providing that when the Presi- 
dent issues a reorganization order, 
congress shall have 60 days to 
consider it and then shall become 
effective unless disapproved by 
house and senate, 

Preparation by the executive of 
any major reorganization order is 
likely to take several weeks. Thus, 
if he issued such an order this 
year, the adjournment of congress 
might occur before the 60-day pe- 
riod was up. Because the time con- 
gress is in adjournment is not 
counted in the 60-day period, crit- 
ics of the order would have 
months to stir up opposition to it, 
and might then be in a better po- 
sition to defeat it when congress 
assembled again early in 1940. 

There is no word as to how 
soon the Président will fill the six 
new jobs of White House execu- 
tive assistants, provided in the bill, 
but among the names mentioned 
for the posts are: Thomas G. Cor- 
coran, presidential aide; Benjamin 
Cohen, Corcoran’s associate; Isa- 
dor Lubin, commissioner of labor 
statistics; Edward J. Foley Jr., act- 
ing general counsel of the Treas- 
ury, and James Rowe, who was 
secretary to James Roosevelt when 
the latter was a presidential sec- 
retary. 

The reorganization measure 
cleared congress and went to the 
White House today when the 
house approved, on a voice vote, a 
conference report previously in- 
dorsed by the senate. 

Deleted from the measure were 
most of the points which aroused 
such intense controversy and de- 
feated the original reorganization 
bill last year.

of transportation under a uniform 
rule.

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POLAND, THE ENIGMA 
If the usual signs are to be trusted, Poland 


today faces the prospect of German attention, 
an unwelcome, costly and usually disastrous af- 
fair. The question, then, is: what of Poland? 
Will it fight? Or can Hitler browbeat his way 
toward bloodless conquest once again? Will 
Danzig and the Polish corridor be yielded with- 
out a struggle? 

For the first time, with the unimportant ex- 
ception of Memel, Hitler will be challenging a 
nation to which military units, naval support 
and army supplies can be sent by the allies. 
The cost of invasion of the Baltic sea would be 
terrific, but nevertheless it could be accom- 
plished. For this contingency Hitler has been 
preparing. A veritable swarm of small subma- 
rines designed for operation in the Baltic. These 
await any attempt to send aid to Poland, 
whether through Danzig, which is impractical, 
or through Riga in Estonia, which is possible, or 
through the back door by way of Leningrad. 

As for the Poles themselves, there can be 
little doubt they will fight, and fight well, if 
their country is invaded. The nation may be 
seriously divided upon internal issues, and the 
political leadership weak, but in times of crisis 
an unusually strong sense of patriotism arises, 
welded into greatness by a common Catholicism 
and by an excellent army. The anarchic in- 
dividualism responsible for the downfall of the 
Polish republic at the end of the eighteenth 
eentury has been curbed and real progress 
made toward unifying a people divided in the 
nineteenth century between Russia, Austria and 
Germany. 

The army is well trained, excellently 
equipped, and sources of supply have recently 
been greatly strengthened. Between 40 and 50 
per cent of the Polish budget last year went 
to military expenditures and that percentage 
has been increased again this year. In addi- 
tion, a new loan is being raised for air force 
expansion. Beyond this, industries have been 
relocated to provide maximum security for mili- 
tary supplies. 

The great fear of Poland is that it will once 
again become the battleground it was in the 
World War, when the land was devastated by 
the collision of Russian and German armies on 
its soil. In that is the clue to the action of 
the government in refusing to join the stop- 
Hitler bloc without definite military guaran- 
tees. It has played Hitler against the democ- 
racies in a realistic game of force politics de- 
signed -to turn German attention elsewhere. 
There exists, of course, a mutual assistance pact 
with France, the 10-year non-aggression pact 
with Germany, and an improvement of rela- 
tions with Russia. These have been framed in 
an “you lose, I win” attitude for which the 
nation can hardly be blamed. But they have 
led to making Poland the enigma of Europe. 

It would appear on the surface that Hitler 
will have to remain content with the corridor 
in Polish hands and Danzig a free city, or fight. 
Then will have to come the momentous dceci- 
sions of the democracies. Poland is not a favor- 
able battleground for Great Britain and France, 
but they will hardly have a chance to avoid 
coming to the help of the Warsaw government. 
Hitler knows that, and it is a factor which may 
stay his hand. Or may lead him to striking 


more quickly. Poland is veritably the enigma 
of Europe in more ways than one today. 


EMPHASIZING A NEED 

The near-tragedy at Candler field Monday 
once again illustrates the need of action by the 
city of Atlanta to extend the runways of the 
airport. The big Eastern Airline plane came 
in along the runway on which extension has 
long been sought, and only a ccmbination of 
luck and skilled piloting prevented a crash with 
resuitant loss of life. , 

Candler field today is operating under mini- 
mum safety conditions. The slightest mis- 
chance in landing one of the large Douglas 
ships, and to some extent the lighter Lockheed 
planes, will carry it beyond the safety margin 
into trees, soft earth, roadways and trouble. 
That there have not been serious crashes has 
only been by the grace of God and good judg- 
ment. 

A modern airport must be provided with 
facilities beyond every-day necessity. If it is 
not, then the field cannot be safely used by 
the airlines and these airlines today cannot take 
the chances involved in inadequate facilities. 
Anywhere from 10 to 21 lives are involved in 


each landing and takeoff, and the responsibility 
is too heavy to be shrugged away. 

Candler field is too small. Atlanta can leave 
it small if it wishes. But it must be seriously 
questioned whether the city wants to pay the 
price. That price is loss of its present position 
as the sky hub of the south. Several other 
cities would welcome the chance to take over. 
They have the facilities. 


Let Atlanta not wait for a serious air tragedy | 


or loss of airline traffic to further emphasize 
the need for immediate action to extend the 
facilities at the airport. 


PILGRIMAGE OF BEAUTY 

The state-wide Pilgrimage to Georgia homes 
and gardens being conducted by the Garden 
Club of Georgia has won national recognition 
and deserves the support and praise of all 
Georgians. While there are a few men members 
of the Garden Club of Georgia, the majority 
of the 6,700 members are women who disprove 
the statement that southern women are inclined 
“to sit on a cushion and sew a fine seam.” They 
had the vision to see what a garden pilgrimage 
could do for Georgia and for Georgians, and 
they have worked untiringly to make it a suc- 
cess. They are doing for Georgia what the 
women of Natchez did for that city, and what 
the women of Virginia did for their state. 


The Garden Club of Georgia has sponsored 
the Pilgrimage for three years and has brought 
large numbers of visitors to Georgia. They are 
given a cordial welcome, They are shown the 
beauties of the homes and gardens, and many 
places of historic interest. They leave Georgia 
with a new understanding and a new admira- 
tion for the people and the state. 


Within Georgia the benefits from the Garden 
Pilgrimage are innumerable. It has made Geor- 
gians aware of the beauty and the rich historic 
background of their state. It has given them 
an opportunity to see and know the best along 
horticultural and architectural lines. It has 
stimulated the beautification of the homes and 
gardens as well as the restoration and main- 
tenance of historic homes and buildings. While 
there is no effort to commercialize the Pilgrim- 
age, a small fee is charged and the money used 
for civic improvement, for in each of the cities 
visited by the Pilgrimage some project is spon- 
sored. Garden centers for the dissemination of 
horticultural information are maintained. In 
Augusta the Club of Little Gardens is running 
a garden center for colored people. In Savan- 
nah the grounds at Bethesda Home for Boys 
have been beautified by the garden clubs. The 
old Medical building in Augusta was restored by 
the Sand Hills Garden Club and is being main- 
tained by them as a garden center. Milledge- 
ville uses its funds for the development of the 
beautiful old state mansion. In Atlanta the 
funds are used for the work of Egleston Hospital 
for Children. Another project which will bene- 
fit by the Pilgrimage is the Founders Memorial 
at the University at Athens, a memorial which 
will commemorate the fiftieth anniversary of 
the garden club movement in America, started 
in Athens by the Ladies Garden Club. 

Last year visitors came from 20 states to 
make the tour and each year the Pilgrimage 
is gaining in popularity. 


THEIR OWN PROPERTY 

It is, of course, unfortunate that the Atlanta 
Housing Authority has had to partially abandon 
one of its projects, a $3,259,000 development 
near the state capitol. Refusal of property 
owners to sell at the appraised values of their 
holdings is given as the cause for eliminating 
an entire block from the proposal. Philip Welt- 
ner, executive director of the authority, de- 
ciared further abandonments may soon be con- 
sidered unless the property involved may be 
purchased at early date. 

It is probable that those owners who have 
held out for higher prices than the Housing 
Authority believed justified will regret they did 
not accept the offer. For it seems inevitable 
that, unless scme such development as this is 
carried out, the location of these holdings will 
continue to depreciate as it has for years. 

The Authority had the property in question 
valued by three independent appraisers and of- 
fered to pay the highest valuation of the three. 
But the owners held out for twice the amount 
offered, in some instances, it is stated. 

The failure to close these deals is regrettable, 
for the whole city. Because the rehousing proj- 
ects planned, if carried out, would place Atlanta 
in the forefront of the nation in this activity 
and do much to enhance the valuation of all 
city property, as well as to improve living con- 
ditions for many families of the lower income 
groups. 

Yet it must not be forgotten that, under such 
proposals as this, no individual property owner 
has to sell unless he desires: This is still a 
free country and a man may yet put his own 
price on what he has to sell. That he fails to 
sell and leaves himself worse off as a result, is 
his own risk and his own loss.

Dealers lies in their unity, and, amusingly enough, in the struggle 
over the job they prize most, the Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission chairmanship, they have been caught in a disagreeable set 
of circumstances of their own making. 

To those who believe the commission’s regulation of Wall Street 
is a major administration accomplishment, the outlook is discourag- 
ing, since SEC dissension may result. To the New Dealers, the situa- 
tion is little short of. tragic.. They are certain that the President 
will appoint one of their kind. But they are fearful the choice may 
cause disruption within their own group. The story can best be 
told chronologically. 


THE MIX-UP About three weeks ago, Robert Maynard Hutch- 

ins, president of Chicago University, came to 
Washington to offer SEC Chairman William O. Douglas the dean- 
ship of the Chicago Law school. Douglas was tempted by the offer, 
and said half-jokingly: “I’ll take the job if you will let me recom- 
mend you to the White House for my job.” Hutchins was not enthu- 
siastic, but did not say “no.” 

Hutchins met several leading New Dealers during his stay, and 
soon a boom was started to put him on the SEC; or, if Douglas did 
not leave, on the Federal Communications Commission or Labor 
Relations Board. The New Dealers were counting on Douglas being 
appointed to the supreme court rather than his acceptance of a place 
at Chicago. Hutchins attracted the New Dealers as an able ad- 
ministrator and as the man who quit the New York Stock Ex- 
change board when the exchange recently refused to take further 
action on the Richard Whitney case. 

SEC Commissioner Jerome N. Frank, one of the abler and more 
intelligent public servants, ordinarily would have been a logical 
successor to Douglas. However, Frank had told Douglas he must 
soon leave government service for the greater economic security of 
private law practice. The New Dealers also thought Frank was 
quitting the government and, when the President appointed Doug- 
las to the court ten days ago, the “Hutchins for SEC chairman 
boom came into the open. And, at this point, the confusion began. 


MORE COMPLICATIONS ° Friends of Frank persuaded him 
t 


hat he was needed at the SEC as 
chairman. Leading members of the SEC staff rallied to his sup- 
port on the ground that “promotions from within” were desirable. 
A group of “liberals” in Wall Street began to campaign for Frank. 
Learning that Frank was a candidate, the New Dealers favored him, 
but they were embarrassed not only by overtures to Hutchins, but 
also to Leon Henderson, the left-wing secretary of the monopoly 
committee. When Hutchins had not been able to make up his mind, 
Henderson was tentatively approached on taking the same job. 

The whole business became even more complicated late last 
week. ‘On Thursday, Secretary of the Interior Harold L. Ickes, act- 
ing for the President, sounded out Hutchins again. Hutchins ap- 
parently was interested, but had not made a final decision. Mean- 
while, the other SEC commissioners began to exert their influences. 

The SEC is a five-man agency, whose chairman is elected by a 
vote of the commissioners. Commissioner George C. Mathews, a 
conservative Republican, desires the appointment of a moderate like 
Undersecretary of the Treasury John W. Hanes and would vote for 
this type of man for chairman. Commissioner Robert E. Healey, 
and independent and able liberal Republican, will make up his mind 
after the new commissioner has been announced. Commissioner 
Edward C. Eicher will support whomever the President favors. Thus 
the commission has divided itself. |

son are all good bets, and Dean G. Acheson, former undersecretary 
of the Treasury, has been suggested as a compromise selection. This 
much is known, that, if Frank is not elected chairman, he will not 
be bitter, although he will probably carry out his previous inten- 
tion to practice law. His resignation will bring another struggle for 
his place, and will seriously cripple SEC administration. a 
The President is usually faced with the alternative of picking 
the candidate of the New Dealers or of the more conservative group 
within the Democratic party.

The 
country should not have to risk 
the consequences of remarks toss- 
ed off, perhaps into the teeth of 
some paranoiac European maraud- 
er, by a government agent who is 
either drunk at the time or men- 
tally impaired by that lingering 
picklement which in some hard 
drinkers, persists for from 24 to 48 
hours after‘a binge. There is no 
such escape in the law, however, 
and there are no regulations, so it 
devolves upon the men, them- 
selves, who make up the govern- 
ment, -including the. houses of 
congress, to impose a rule of con- 
duct that is expected to be ob- 
served by every person who drives 
an automobile.

Morgenthau Jr. for a secluded visit at Sea 
Island, appears the story entitled “Henny Penny” by the Messrs.

If you are interested in the gold policy and in how the flow of 
money goes around and around the world and your own country’s 
part in the flow, let m2 recommend the story about “Henny Penny,” 
the farmer at the treasury. 

The secretary of the treasury is an important figure and, to 
most Americans at any rate, a somewhat legendary figure. He 
deals with money and he helps make his country’s monetary policy. 
He has it in his hands to cause money to be tight or loose on the 
foreign exchange. He can, by a few words, cause the French, the 
British or the Belgians to buy or sell dollars in great haste. 

It is a very splendid picture of a man who seems to be doing a 
very able job. The fact that the President’s more ardent New Deal 
friends are reported to detest him will recommend him to many. 
The story will, 1 believe, recommend him to most people. 

Having seen the phenomena of London on Saturday afternoon 
and Sunday, when a city of many millions of people closes up and 
becomes quiet as a village of a few hundred people, there is a 
chuckle in this part of the story: 

“Morgenthau has done his own job—done it rather grimly, car- 
ing as little for the feelings of the President’s New Deal advisers, 
who detest him, as for the equanimity of British cabinet ministers,

chequer, Sir John Simon, on a Sunday night. Morgenthau was 
using the trans-Atlantic wire on an important foreign exchange 
question, but Sir John was horrified. 

“We are at 
dinner. And it’s not our custom to do business by telephone.” 
“Well, Sir John,” said Morgenthau innocently but firmly, “we’ve 
been doing business by telephone over here for almost forty years.”

is a commodity. If one travels in France with American dollar 
checks one uses those dollars to buy francs. In England one uses 
the dollars to buy pounds, and in the Scandinavian countries one 
buys kroners. 

Value of the dollar fluctuates,so that if one deals in large 
amounts of dollars one may make or lose a goodly sum on the 
transactions. There are many speculators who speculate in for- 
eign exchange. One day five American dollars will buy 19 shillings. 
A day later the same five dollars would buy 21 shillings. 

How important all this is to the people of America and to the 
government of this and other countries, is developed in this story 
of the gentleman who now vacations on one of the “Golden Isles 
of Georgia.” For example, the Messrs. Alsop. and Kintner write: 

“Tt may be that an Indian rajah, fearing a decline in the goid 

price, has shipped a couple of million ounces of his ancestral hoard 
to Bombay to be sold for currency. The price of gold drops at Lon- 
don while the rajah’s treasure hangs on the market. Dollars, not 
gold, are in demand. Morgenthau and Lochhead decide how much 
gold they must buy to ease the strain, and Lochhead telephones the 
order to the Reserve Bank in New York. 
“Or it may be that there is a war scare in Europe, and capital 
Is in-flight. Before the peace of Munich, worried French, British 
and other interests were franctically selling their francs and ster- 
ling for dollars, which could be safely deposited in America, When 
the dark days ended, the sum involved reached $100,000,000. If 
Morgenthau and Lochhead had not stood ready, making dollars 
available, when necéssary, from their huge fund, francs and sterling 
would have dropped precipitately while the dollar jumped. The law 
of supply and demand governs trading in money as everything else, 
the only trouble being that if your currency gets too expensive you 
cannot sell your goods abroad. Other people, whose goods may be 
paid for in cheaper currencies, get the business. 

_ “Without the stabilization fund. the flight of capital before Mu- 
nich would have disorganized all the money markets of the world, 
for even the mighty New York banks have admitted to the writers 
they could never have coped with such a panic movement. The 
fund’s ordinary operations are more routine and, since there has 
been no flight from the dollar, less difficult than one might sup- 
pose. Every facility has been at Morgenthau’s disposal, even the 
assistance of the superseded New York bankers, for, as Lochhead

The victims are sometimes resentful, but they would feel more 
pity than wrath if they realized what it is that prompts such 
mockery. It is mankind’s endless and pathetic effort to prove it- 
self respectable. 


When vaudeville and road shows filled the land, the experienced’ 


trouper took advantage of this weakness to win cheap applause. 
There was always a rival town or a smaller one to be ridiculed, and 
any joke that belittled it was. sure-fire. New Yorkers even now 
respond with their loudest guffaws when a comedian makes fun of 
some suburb of their own city. 

The explanation is not to be found in vanity alone, but in 
vanity plus lack of confidence in our own excellence. We have 
secret doubts of our merit. Having no authentic standard by which 
to measure and prove our worth, we can do it only by making 
comparisons. 

This is the basis of all ridicule and all criticism. We are not 
speaking our whole mind when we say: “How ignorant, backward, 
stupid and wicked those people are!” It is a roundabout way of 
saying: “How wise and virtuous we are compared with those peo- 
ple!” There is some Pharisee in all of us. 

It is want of confidence in ourselves that makes us ungenerous 
to the stranger. If he is unlike us, we assume that he must be either 
inferior or superior. If he acts humble, that seems an admission 
of his inferiority, and we call him a good egg. If he seems proud, 
it is obvious that he thinks himself superior and we hate him. 

It isn’t necessary that others should declare themselves superior. 
If they are different, and not frankly humble, there is always the 
suspicion that they feel superior. And the realization that some- 
body “looks down on us” makes our gorge to rise as nothing else 
can, 

It was for this cause that the second man killed the third, and 
for this cause millions have killed their brothers since that first 
murder set the pattern. 

We talk of saving democracy, but. we cannot save Europe from 
human nature. The “great plague of European national pride” that 
distressed Nietzsche and now threatens the world has existed since 
our race first divided into tribes and developed different customs, 
tongues and characteristics. 

Nothing can end it until intermarriage and cross-breeding make 
all races into one, and we can serve mankind best by letting Europe 


alone and hastening the work of our own melting pot.

foreign power.” 


Do this, says Mr. Garrard, and 
maintain compulsory acreage con- 
trol, and you have solved the 
problem of the surplus which 
weighs so ruinousiy upon the 
south’s present economy. Cotton 
has been kept in storage for 90 
years without in any way altering 
or lessening its value, he says. The 
government could set aside cotton 
in warehouses “just as other Army 
and Navy stores are now ware- 
housed, and just as gold is now 
impounded and set aside at Fort 
Knox.” 


At the battle of New Orleans 
Andrew Jackson’s Tennesseans 
used bales of cotton for breast- 
works against Pakenham’s British 
artillery. The cotton proved to be 
a good protection until it caught 
fire, and then there was the devil 
to pay. But even though this 
usage in war time has not devel- 
oped, other war uses have multi- 
plied and there is no doubt of cot- 
ton’s being one of the most neces- 
Sary commodities for military op- 
erations. With a 12,000,000 bale 
supply on hand for military uses 
at the outbreak of the war, the 
south would be deprived of its 
war boom, of course, but it may 
be that public policy will make it 
necessary to refuse to let anybody 
profit from war booms anyhow. 
We, for one, find Mr. Garrard’s 
plan interesting, and so do some 
important people in the cotton 
trade who have sent us his article.

Nobody can doubt, the premier 
seid, that “war at this time would 
be a catastrophe for all nations.”

Language of Reason.

Protecting Your 
Upholstered 
Furniture

In days of old, Beau Brummels 
with oiled hair were pretty hard 
on fine upholstered furniture. And 
So fastidious housekeepers made 
doilies to put over the backs of 
their cherished chairs. These they 
called, appropriately, “tidies” or 
“antimacassars” (because men 
used macassar oil on their hair). 

THE BRUNT. 

These days men may not go in 
quite so much for hair oil, but the 
backs (and arms) of. chairs still 
get the brunt of wear. 
macassars turn up in very good 
society. Personally though, we say 
that they must be used with dis- 
cretion, for often they spoil the 
looks of nice upholstered furni- 
ture. 

The smartest idea I’ve run 
across along that line was the use 
of a firm fine net the color of the 
upholstery. This was used to cover 
the arms of a chair entirely with 
just a panel over the top of the 
back. It didn’t “jump out” ‘or 
distract in any way from the ef- 
fect of the upholstery. 

WATCH OUT. 

Lace or net antimacassars in 
ivory or white can be used on 
dark furniture in quite an in- 
formal or quaint room.

ANTI-BRITISH DRIVE 
IS FEARED IN CHINA 


Piracy on Yangtze and Kid- 
naping of Jesuits Is 
Reported. 


SHANGHAI, March 29.—(#)— 
Piracy, kidnaping and reports of 
an imminent anti-British- cam- 
paign shared importance tonight 
with dispatches detailing severe 
fighting in much of war-torn 
China. 

The Italian steamer Romolo re- 
ported that Pirates had raided her 
last night at the mouth of the 
Yangtze river and took baled cot- 
ton, chickens, goats and nearly all 
the clothes of 300 Chinese passen- 
gers before escaping. 

A message to Augustinian offi- 
cials from Nanking said that seven 
Spanish Jesuit priests were held 
captive by Chinese guerrillas in 
the wild Lake Taihu region near 
the Anhwei-Hupeh provincial bor- 
ders. Ransom demands had not 
been made. 

Foreign observers in Nanking 
foresaw an attempt to foment an 
anti-British drive as ministers of 
the Japanese-sponsored Peiping 
and Nanking governments opened 
discussions. preliminary to a joint 
session of those regimes which 
nominally rule central and north 
China. 


WESTBROOK CALLS 
FOR WEEVIL FIGHT 


Poison Application Urged To 
Destroy Those Now Alive. 


By The Associated Press. 
E. C. Westbrook, cotton and to- 
bacco specialist of the Georgia 
Agricultural Extension Service, to- 
day urged farmers to “make an in- 
telligent and hard fight on the 
boll weevil this season.” 

Westbrook, interviewed by Whit- 
ney Tharin, extension service agri- 
cultural editor, on a radio pro- 
gram, said “most of the weevils 
that have lived through the winter 
can be killed before the cotton be- 
gins to square with two or three 
applications of poison. 

“The pre-square poisoning may 
be done by using calcium arsenate 
dust or by mopping the cotton 
with a mixture of calcium arsen- 
ate, syrup and water. 

“The sweetened poison is made 
by mixing one pound of calcium 
arcsenate, one gallon of molasses 
and one gallon of water. After the 
cotton has reached some size and 
is fruiting freely, the dusting 
method is more effective than the 
mopping.” 

Westbrook also urged farmers 
to use treated cottonseed in plant- 
ing explaining the treatment costs 
very little and “it is a good insur- 
ance against root rot, ‘damping 
off’ and other diseases.”

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5,000 Graves Moved to New Site 
In Clearing Way tor New Hospital 


Remains Carefully Reboubd 


Special to THE CONSTITUTION. 

MILLEDGEVILLE, Ga., March 
29—A city of graves is disappear- 
ing! 
Pick and shovel have been busy 
more than a month, effecting the 
mass transfer of the remains of 
approximately 5,000 negro dead 
from a cemetery at the Milledge- 
ville state hospital to another bu- 
rial ground nearby. 


What was once a cemetery is 
now rapidly resembling a shell- 
torn battlefield. Row after row of 
empty graves, piles of Georgia 
clay, and a general unsightliness 
are all that remain on more than 
half the hillside. However, in a 
short time a new $900,000 tuber- 
culosis sanitarium will stand on 
the same spot, a unit of the $4,- 
000,000 building and expansion 
project now in progress, 


About 30 negro hospital patients 
are employed in the huge transfer 
job, recovering approximately 100 
sets of bones per day. So far the 
remains of 3,000 dead have been 
dug from the clay, crated in new 
boxes, and carried by truck to the 
new resting place a mile distant. 


Between 6,000 and 7,000 negroes 
have been buried on the site since 
the founding of the asylum in 
1844, The institution was opened 
with a total of only 10 patients. 
The process of digging up the 
remains presents a problem, in as 
much as some have been buried 
several decades, and their bones 
have almost turned to dust. As the 
bones are uncovered in the graves, 
they are placed in new pine boxes. 
A cover and metal identification 
tag are attached, and the boxes

ory Mangin in the national indoor 
meet. 

Doeg won the national singles 
title in 1931 and is in the midst of 
a successful comeback. 

Atlanta will offer two home- 
owned entrants in an effort to 
keep the title here for the first 
time in history of the meet. Bitsy 
Grant, who has won almost every- 
thing at every tournament except 
the net, will make another bid for 
the Atlanta crown; Russell Bob- 
bitt, southeastern conference sin- 
gles champion, will be the other 
main Atlanta threat. 

Grant was unable to play last 
year because of an appendectomy 
but is back in harness and playing 
good tennis. Bobbitt was eliminat- 
ed last year by Art Hendrix in 
the quarter-finals. 

The draw will be limited to 32. 
Finals are slated Sunday. 

Bobby Riggs, No. 1 man in the 
country, will not defend his title 
this year and a wide-open battle 
is seen. Riggs defeated Atlanta’s 
David Jones in the finals last 
year.

BURNING TIMBERS 


Lucky Teter, colorful automo- 
bile stunt star who has thrilled 
many thousands of thrill enthusi- 
asts in the past, will make a sen- 
sational midair crash in a stock 
sedan automobile through two 
blazing timber barriers in one of 
the outstanding events he and his 
Hell Drivers will present at 
Lakewood park Sunday afternoon.

~ WAGE EXEMPTIONS 
URGED BY NORTON 


Would Remove From Provi- 
sions Those Employes 


Making $200 a Month. 


WASHINGTON, March 29.—(P) 
Chairman Norton, Democrat, New 
Jersey, of the house labor com- 
mittee, asked congress today to re- 
vise the wage-hour law on the 
ground that experience had shown 
1°. was working hardships in some 
cases on both employers and em- 
ployes. 

On the basis of suggestions by 
Elmer F. Andrews, the wage-hour 
administrator, Mrs. Norton intro- 
duced a series of amendments, one 
of which would exempt from the 
hours ..ovision persons earning 


Utah, of the senate labor commit- 
tee, announced he would offer 
similar amendments in the senate 
tomorrow. 

Mrs. Norton proposed a com- 
plete redraft of the agricultural 


industry section of the law, which 
now provides for exemption from 
the hours provisions of workers 
engaged in movement of products 
from farm to market or in their 
preparation for market, provided 
the workers were employed “in 
the area of production.” 

The house committee chairman 
proposed, instead, that exemptions 
for such workers be based on the 
seasonality and perishability of the 
products involved. Her amend- 
ment wou'd list the specific op- 
erations to which the exemption 
would apply. Cotton ginning would 
be exempted from both wage and 
hours provisions. 

Worker: engaged in such opera- 
tions would be permitted to work 
12 hours daily or 56 hours a week 
but would be entitled to ‘me and 
one-half pay for time worked be- 
yond those limits. 

Among other changes, Mrs. Nor- 
ton proposed to remove “a‘severe 
hardship” by exempting telephone 
operators in exchanges serving 350 
stations or less.

Check-Up Shows Sixteen 
Months of Uninterrupt- 
ed Improvement; Wyo- 
ming 67 Per Cent Safer. 


CHICAGO, March 29.—(UP)— 
Safer driving on the nation’s 
streets and highways has “saved” 
8,900 lives during 16 months of 
unbroken traffic improvement, the 
National Safety Council reported 
tonight. 

February was the 16th consecu- 
tive month in.which there were 
fewer traffic deaths than during 
the corresponding month of the 
previous year—an all-time high- 
way safety record for the United 
States. The period of improve- 
ment began in November, 1937. 

A council survey showed there 
were 1,810 traffic deaths in Feb- 
ruary—250 less than the total for 
February, 1938. The combined 
January and February fatality to- 
tals were the lowest for those 
months since 1933. During those 
two months there was a cumula- 
tive saving of 460 lives. 

Wyoming in Fore. 

The council reported that 28 of 
the 42 states which reported for 
either one or two months reduced 
their highway fatalities in Janu- 
ary and February. Wyoming led 
the safety parade with a 69 per 
cent decrease, followed by New 
Hampshire with a 67 per cent 
drop. 

All sections of the country ex- 
cept the Pacific coast states, 
which had a 5 per cent increase, 
showed a decrease in _ traffic 
deaths so far this year. The 
mountain states had the greatest 
proportional decrease, 22 per cent. 
Deaths in eastern states dropped 
17 per cent, south central 14 per 
cent, north central 8 per cent and 
Atlantic 2 per cent. 

Cities in the 250,000 to 500,000 
population group made the great- 
est reduction in traffic deaths, 19 
per cent, and of the 419 reporting 
cities, 284 had no deaths in Feb- 
ruary. 

For January and_ February, 
Milwaukee showed the best safety 
record among cities of more than 
500,000 population. Its death rate 
per 100,000 population was 7.0. 
St. Louis and Boston were next in 
that order with rates of 8.7 and 
9.1. 

70 Per Cent Drop. 

Kansas City led cities with 
more than 250,000 population with 
a 70 per cent decrease in fatali- 
ties during those two months, 
Memphis and Providence, R. I. 
tied for second with 67 per cent 
decreases, 

Providence had its first death of 
the year in February, but main- 
tained the safety leadership among 
cities in the 250,000 to 
population group with a_ two- 
month rate of 2.3. Louisville and 
Memphis remained in second and 
third place, respectively.

Barney’s most triumphant nights 
were spent during the 20 years 
the Metropolitan Opera Company 
made its annual spring visit to 
Atli-nta. Resplendent in white tie 
and tails, and with the inevitable 
black skull cap on his head, his 
bellow sounded over the roar of 
traffic and summoned order out 
of chaos as he handed operagoers 
in and out of their cars. 

Stricken Last Week. 

In poor health for the last three 
years, he was stricken last week 
as he assisted guests from their 
automobiles at a _ fashionable 
church wedding. He was taken 
to his home at 283 Bynum street, 
and then to the hospital. He was 
51 years old.
